The  Report  on  the  Lunatic  Asylums  in  Burma  for  the  Triennium  1915 — 17. 


In  the  Resolution  on  the  Report  on  Lunatic  Asylums  in  Burma  for  the 
triennium  1912 — 14,  although  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  two  Asylums  at  Rangoon 
and  Minbu  approached  the  amount  of  accommodation  provided,  it  was  possible  to 
state  that  there  was  no  overcrowding.  The  large  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
inmates  during  the  present  triennium,  from  587  to  786,  has  produced  a  certain 
degree  of  overcrowding.  Plans  and  estimates  for  a  new  asylum  at  Kokaing  have 
been  prepared,  but  the  estimated  cost  of  35  lakhs  renders  the  scheme  prohibitive  in 
the  present  financial  circumstances.  A  special  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  the  Hon’ble  Mr.  H.  Thompson,  C.S.I.,  Financial  Commissioner,  is  at  present 
considering  the  question  of  constructing  the  new  asylum  at  a  more  moderate  cost. 
Meantime  extra  accommodation  is  being  provided  on  the  existing  site  at  Rangoon 
to  house  the  increasing  number  of  inmates,  and  improvements  in  the  lighting,  water- 
supply,  sanitation  and  establishment  of  the  present  Rangoon  Asylum  are  being 
effected  in  order  to  improve  the  standard  of  accommodation  provided  until  the 
new  asylum  shall  be  built.  When  once  the  revised  plans  of  the  new  asylum  have 
been  -worked  out  and  sanctioned,  it  is  intended  to  construct  it  in  sections  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  early  relief  of  the  present  Rangoon  Asylum  by  the  transfer  of 
certain  classes  of  its  inmates  at  the  first  possible  date.  An  alternative  scheme  of 
temporary  relief  is  the  utilization  of  the  buildings  of  the  Kindat  Jail,  now  being 
relinquished  by  the  Prison  Department.  Enquiries  are  at  present  being  made  as  to 
their  suitability  for  this  purpose.  These  buildings  would  provide  accommodation 
for  about  60  inmates,  and  if  they  prove  to  be  suitable  they  will  afford  some  much- 
needed  temporary  relief  till  the  new  asylum  can  be  erected. 

2.  No  light  is  thrown  by  the  report  upon  the  causes  of  the  large  increase  in 
admissions  of  civil  lunatics,  namely  whether  it  is  due  to  an  increase  in  insanity,  or 
to  a  greater  resort  to  the  Lunacy  Act  by  relatives  of  persons  mentally  afflicted. 
The  statistics  both  of  causes  of  insanity  and  of  the  types  of  insanity,  as  well  as  the 
information  regarding  the  previous  occupations  of  the  inmates,  leave  a  great  deal 
to  be  desired.  But  the  Lieutenant-Governor  recognizes  that  much  improvement 
cannot  be  expected  until  the  services  of  a  whole-time  alienist  for  the  charge  of  the 
Asylum  become  available. 

3.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  despite  the  increasing  pressure  on  the 
accommodation  the  abnormal  figures  for  the  death-rate  reached  in  1912  and 
1913  have  not  recurred.  The  percentages  of  deaths  were  8  51,  6'48  and  6' 78  for 
the  years  1915,  1916  and  1917  respectively.  These  rates  compare  favourably  with 
the  corresponding  figures  for  the  inmates  of  asylums  in  other  provinces,  and 
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indicate  that  every  effort  is  made  by  the  staffs  of  the  two  Asylums  to  minimise 
the  disadvantages  of  inadequate  accommodation.  This  inadequacy  is  felt  most 
severely  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  facilities  for  employment  and  recreation. 
The  inmates  should  be  permitted  as  far  as  possible  to  live  an  open-air  life  and  to 
follow  the  occupations  and  amusements  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed 
before  they  entered  the  Asylum.  Want  of  space  prevents  this  method  from  being 
followed  at  present,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  plans  for  the  new  asylum  will  provide 
opportunities  for  the  suitable  employment  and  recreation  of  the  inmates. 

4.  Statement  III  shows  that  during  the  triennium,  out  of  a  total  number  of 
665  admissions,  1 1 7  have  been  Hindus,  93  Mahomedans  and  38  Indian  Christians. 
The  proportion  of  Indians  admitted,  248  out  of  665,  i.e .,  over  37  per  cent.,  has  no 
relation  whatever  to  the  proportion  of  Indians  to  the  total  population  of  the  country. 
Endeavours  have  recently  been  made  to  secure  the  transfer  of  the  Indian  inmates 
to  their  respective  provinces.  These  have  met  with  but  little  success,  owing 
partly  to  the  lapse  of  time  between  the  admission  of  these  Indian  patients  to  the 
Asylum  and  the  application  for  their  transfer,  partly  to  the  imperfect  records  of  their 
district  of  origin  and  their  period  of  residence  in  Burma,  but  mainly  to  the  applica¬ 
tion  for  the  transfer  of  large  numbers  of  lunatics  at  one  time.  Steps  have  now 
been  taken  to  ensure  that  full  enquiries  shall  be  made  of  the  district  of  origin  and 
the  period  of  residence  in  Burma  of  every  Indian  lunatic  admitted  to  the  Asylum, 
and  that  each  individual  case  shall  be  submitted  at  the  earliest  possible  date  to 
the  Local  Government  for  consideration  whether  the  case  is  one  for  which  an 
application  to  transfer  should  be  made. 

5.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  has  visited  the  Rangoon  Asylum  and  is  much 
impressed  with  the  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  accommodation  at  present 
provided  and  with  the  necessity  for  the  early  construction  of  a  new  asylum. 
His  observations  were  recorded  in  a  minute  which  was  published  at  the  time,  and 
it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  efforts  will  be  made  to  provide  funds  as  soon  as 
satisfactory  plans  have  been  received  from  the  Committee  which  now  has  the 
matter  under  consideration. 

The  names  of  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  two  Asylums  selected  for 
commendation  have  been  noted.  The  staff  at  Rangoon  appear  to  be  working  as 
satisfactorily  as  can  be  expected  under  adverse  circumstances.

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Correction  of  figures  for  the  first  two  years  of  the  triennium. — On  com¬ 
paring  the  figures  given  him  by  his  oflfice  for  the  year  1917  with  the  figures 
published  in  the  Note  for  the  year  1916,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Rangoon 
Asylum  found  the  differences  under  the  sub-headings  of  column  6  of  Statement  I 
to  be  so  very  marked  as  to  cause  him  to  doubt  their  accuracy.  On  reference  to 
the  original  books  and  registers  from  which  these  figures  were  supposed  to  have 
been  obtained,  he  discovered  that  neither  set  of  figures,  those  given  him  for  1917 
nor  those  published  for  1916,  was  accurate.  On  these  conditions  being  brought 
to  notice,  the  Superintendent  was  required  to  overhaul  the  statistics  for  all  the 
three  years,  1915-17.  This  revision  and  re-compilation  of  Statements  I,  II  and 
VI  have  delayed  the  submission  of  the  Report.  The  discrepancies  found  have 
fortunately  not  affected  in  any  material  way  the  conclusions  previously  drawn 
from  the  figures  which  had  been  served  up.  1  he  figures  consequently  given  now 
in  Statements  I  and  II  for  the  years  1915  and  1916  will  not  agree  with  those 
returned  in  similar  statements  appended  to  the  Notes  for  these  years. 

2.  Accommodation  and  population. — At  the  commencement  of  the  triennium 
under  review,  the  population  of  the  two  asylums  in  Burma  stood  at  587  (479 
males  and  108  females),  while  the  accommodation  available  in  these  institutions 
at  that  time  was  for  656  (566  males  and  90  females)  inmates.  On  the  first  day 
of  January  1916,  the  population  had  risen  to  641  (529  males  and  112  females) 
and  on  the  1st  January  1917  it  stood  at  70 6  (579  males  and  127  females)  against 
786(651  males  and  135  females)  at  the  end  of  the  triennium  which  has  just 
closed.  Thus,  an  average  net  progressive  increase  of  66  per  annum  occurred 
in  the  triennium  under  review  against  an  annual  decrease  of  1 1  in  the  triennial 
period  covered  by  the  years  1 9 1 2—  1 4.  The  increases  during  1915- 17  were  mainly 
among  the  number  admitted  as  civil  lunatics,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
figures  giving  the  numbers  in  each  class  (civil  and  criminal)  on  the  last  day  of  each 
year  of  the  period  under  review  : —

The  average  increase  per  annum  of  the  civil  male  population  being  about  37 
and  for  females  about  7  against  an  average  annual  increase  of  21  criminal  males 
and  2  females.  The  accommodation  at  the  Minbu  Asylum  has  been  made  full 
use  of  for  criminal  males  ;  it  does  not  house  any  female  insanes,  civil  or  criminal. 
The  accommodation  at  the  Rangoon  institution  has  been  taxed  to  its  utmost 
and  was  increased  during  the  year  1917  by  the  addition  of  three  wooden 
cottages  each  affording  accommodation  for 30  inmates;  one  cottage  being 
placed  in  the  European  male  section,  one  on  the  civil  male  side  and  the  third  being 
in  the  female  section.  Overcrowding  still  continues,  to  relieve  which  the  meal 
and  day  sheds  have  to  be  used  for  sleeping  purposes.  Proposals  : to  increase  the 
accommodation  still  further  are  under  consideration,  as,  under  the  existing  strain 
on  finance,  the  original  scheme  for  building  a  new  asylum  at  a  cost  of  some  35

Statement  I. 
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lakhs  has  necessarily  to  be  regarded  as  costly  and  prohibitive.  A  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  to  investigate  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  Rangoon  and  to  devise  means 
for  relieving  overcrowding  was  appointed  by  Sir  Harcourt  Butler  in  March  1917, 
and  their  recommendations  have  as  far  as  possible  been  given  effect  to.  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Sir  Reginald  Craddock,  recently  visited  the 
asylum  and  further  measures  to  afford  relief  and  to  provide  greater  conveniences 
are  under  consideration.  But  all  these  when  given  effect  to  will  prove  but  tem¬ 
porary  and  palliative  ;  it  is  therefore  very  essential  that  every  endeavour  should  be 
made  to  evolve  early  some  less  costly  scheme  than  that  originally  devised  fora 
new  asylum. 

3.  Buildings  and  construction. — In  addition  to  the  three  cottages  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  as  having  been  erected  at  Rangoon,  plans  and  esti¬ 
mates  for  the  construction  of  two  more  cottages  and  two  blocks  of  cells  to 
accommodate  some  of  the  more  dirty  and  noisy  patients  are  under  scrutiny. 
The  provision  of  electric  lights  and  fans  as  recommended  by  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  referred  to  above  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  20,542  has  received  the  approval  of 
Government.  Some  improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Minbu  Asylum  by 
which  the  ground  floor  of  the  main  dormitory  has  been  made  more  comfortable 
by  conversion  of  the  immovable  bedsteads  into  movable  ones  and  the  floor  being 
laid  with  cement  and  asphalt  to  prevent  water  stagnating,  One  more  of  the  cells 
in  use  has  been  also  provided  with  a  movable  wooden  floor.  Three  others 
remain  to  be  done  up  and  repaired  and  will  be  taken  in  hand  as  funds  become 
available. 

4.  Admissions  and  Discharges . — The  total  admissions  rose  from  251  in  1915 
to  259  in  1916  but  fell  in  1917  to  227,  against  178  in  1912,  227  in  1913  and  154 
in  1914  The  daily  average  strength  which  fell  from  593'38  in  1912  to  557  41  in 
1913  and  which  rose  to  575*78  in  1914  has  increased  steadily  to  623' 10  in  1915 
to  678*53  in  1916  and  10752  37  in  1917.  The  maximum  population  housed  in 
the  two  asylums  on  any  one  night  of  the  triennial  period  under  review  is  returned 
as  722  against  620  in  the  previous  triennium  :  it  being  791  in  1917,  713  in  1916 
and  661  in  1915.  The  number  discharged  increased  from  144  in  1915  to  150  in 
1916  but  fell  to  96  in  1917.  I  he  numbers  admitted  for  observation  fell  from  107 
in  1915  to  33  in  1916  and  to  14  in  1917. 

5.  Waters  supply . — In  Rangoon,  the  wrater-supply  is  derived  from  wells 
supplemented  by  the  pipe  system  of  the  Municipality,  and  was  found  at  times  not 
sufficient  for  all  purposes.  Pumps  have  been  fixed  to  four  wells  so  as  to  facilitate 
the  raising  of  water  and  are  reported  to  work  satisfactorily.  Proposals  to 
improve  the  systems  of  supply  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  12,817  have  been  administratively 
sanctioned.  The  Minbu  Asylum  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Municipal  pipe 
system,  which  is  reported  to  yield  a  good  and  abundant  supply. 

6.  Sanitation  and  Conservancy . — The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum 
buildings  at  Minbu  is  stated  to  have  been  good  ;  the  same  cannot,  however,  be 
said  of  the  asylum  at  Rangoon  owing  to  structural  defects  and  the  deficient  water- 
supply-  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  all  buildings  in  repair  and  their  surround¬ 
ings  clean.  Owing  to  a  deficient  water-supply  at  Rangoon  (already  alluded  to 
and  which  it  is  intended  to  improve),  it  was  not  always  possible  to  flush  buildings 
as  often  and  as  satisfactorily  as  could  be  desired.  At  Minbu,  the  dormitories 
and  cells  are  washed  daily  with  water  and  saponified  cresol.  Three  latrines  of 
the  Horbury  pattern  were  erected  at  Rangoon,  but  one  of  the  older  ones  was 
placed  out  of  use.  Some  of  the  remaining  latrines  will  require  to  be  substituted 
in  the  near  future.  In  Minbu,  the  Horbury  pattern  latrines  were  converted  into 
aerobic  ones.  The  use  of  earth-oil  and  navy  fuel  helps  much  to  keep  latrines 
clean  and  odourless.  Special  attention  is  being  paid  to  keeping  dormitories  and 
bedsteads  free  from  bugs  and  other  vermin,  and  all  bedding  and  clothing  are 
periodically  washed  and  disinfected.  A  steam  laundry  at  the  asylum  at  Rangoon 
is  a  desideratum,  but  under  present  financial  stringency  cannot  be  taken  up. 
All  healthy  inmates  at  both  the  asylums  are  required  to  bathe  daily. 

7.  Diets. — The  scale  of  diets  remained  the  same  in  Minbu  during  the  trien- 
nium,  while  the  diet-scales  in  Rangoon  were  modified  in  1916  with  good  results. 
Extra  diets  are  given  to  those  losing  weight  or  under  treatment.  Fresh  vegetables 
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from  the  garden  are  issued  in  sufficient  quantity  daily  for  the  use  of  inmates 
and  milk  is  prescribed  wherever  necessary. 

8.  Health  and  Mortality. —  In  Minbu,  the  health  of  the  inmates  remained  Statements 
good,  the  average  daily  sick  having  been  only  0*74  in  1917,  against  1*02  in  1916  n 

and  0*97  in  1915.  The  figures  for  Rangoon  were  169*93,  236*04  and  i83'8o 
respectively  for  1917,  1916  and  1915.  There  was  no  outbreak  of  epidemic  diseases 
m  either  of  the  two  asylums  in  1917.  The  inmates  are  weighed  weekly  and 
special  steps  are  taken  to  place  under  observation  individuals  showing  noticeable 
decrease  in  weight.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  daily  average  strength 
during  the  year  1917  was  6*78  in  Burma  against  5*56  in  Assam,  7*91  in  Bengal, 

9*04  in  Madras,  9*27  in  the  United  Provinces,  10*08  in  the  Central  Provinces, 
io*  jo  in  Bombay,  1  r68  in  Behar  and  Orissa,  12*31  in  the  Punjab.  There  were 
47  deaths  in  Rangoon  in  1917,  against  42  in  1916  and  50  in  1915.  Of  the  47, 
deaths,  39  occurred  among  Civil  inmates  and  eleven  of  these  died  within  three 
months  after  admission  and  24  were  in  very  indifferent  health  at  the  time  of  admis¬ 
sion.  The  death-rate  under  civil  lunatics  is  consequently  higher  than  that  under 
criminal  lunatics.  The  chief  causes  of  death  in  1917  as  revealed  by  post-mortem 
examinations  were  pneumonia  (15),  tuberculosis  (13)  and  debility  and  old  age  (4). 
Although  53  cases  of  amoebic  dysentery  were  detected  and  treated  in  1917  at 
Rangoon,  there  were  no  deaths,  owing  to  correct  diagnoses  by  laboratory  methods 
and  suitable  and  early  treatment.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  cases  of  bacil¬ 
lary  dysentery  occurred.  There  were  only  four  deaths  in  Minbu  during  1917. 

The  inmates  of  the  Minbu  Asylum  were  inoculated  during  the  year  with  anti-plague 
serum  when  plague  broke  out  in  the  town. 

9.  Employment  and  Treatment. — In  Rangoon  and  Minbu  suitable  employ¬ 
ment  is  provided  for  healthy  inmates  able  to  work,  the  aim  being  generally  to 
keep  the  inmates  engaged  in  health  and  temperament.  Besides  work  in  the 
kitchens  and  dairy,  gardening,  coir-making,  weaving,  tailoring,  cane-work,  paddy- 
grinding,  carpentry,  masonry  and  road-making  are  some  of  the  forms  of  the 
industries.  Some  are  employed  also  as  sick  attendants  or  as  office  orderlies. 

Stipends  are  given  to  most  of  the  workers  and  these  enable  them  to  purchase 
some  useful  articles  of  toilet  or  things  of  fancy,  such  as  soap,  oil,  cakes  or  other 
confection.  No  special  treatment  by  drugs  other  than  administering  sedatives 
to  excited  cases  was  tried. 

10.  Injuries  and  Escapes . —  In  Rangoon,  one  keeper  was  killed  by  an  inmate 
under  a  sudden  hallucination  and  another  was  slightly  injured  ;  but  no  cases  of 
assaults  by  keepers  on  inmates  or  by  inmates  on  inmates  are  reported.  Only 
one  suicide  (in  1916)  occurred  in  the  triennium  under  review.  There  was  one 
escape  in  1915  from  the  Rangoon  Lunatic  Asylum,  one  in  1916  and  four  in  1917. 
Excepting  one  female  civil  insane,  all  were  recaptured..  Sufficient  precautionary 
measures  have  been  taken  to  prevent  these  occurrences  and  the  employment  of 
night  watchers  will,  it  is  hoped,  make  escapes  less  possible. 

11.  Amusements  and  Recreation. — Every  effort  is  made  to  provide  for  the 
comfort  of  all  unfortunates  assigned  to  the  asylums  and  to  make  them  happy  and 
contented.  In  Rangoon,  pwes  are  held  monthly  and  music  by  bands  and  grama- 
phone  are  given  frequently.  In-door  games  and  out-door  sports  have  also  been 
provided  and  taken  advantage  of  by  such  of  the  inmates  as  are  able.  In  both 
the  Asylums,  the  public  often  contributed  to  the  amusements  and  recreation  of 
the  inmates,  and  this  opportunity  is  taken  to  thank  the  several  generous  gentle¬ 
men  and  ladies  for  their  gifts  in  kind  and  in  money  to  achieve  this  object. 

The  Sayadaw  U  Nyan  Nein  Da  in  Rangoon  and  pdngyis  in  Minbu  treated  the 
in  sanes  to  religious  instruction. 

12.  Finance . — The  expenditure  on  both  the  asylums  was  Rs.  1,99,740  in  statement 
1917  against  Rs.  1,47,938  in  1916  and  Rs.  1,69,194  in  1915.  The  increase  in  VIII. 
1917  occurs  chiefly  in  the  Rangoon  Lunatic  Asylum  under  the  headings 

“  buildings,”  “Europe  stores  ”  and  “  clothing  and  bedding.”  These  increases  were 
inevitable  partly  on  account  of  increased  population  and  partly  due  to  rise  in  the 
price  of  all  articles  of  equipment  consequent  on  the  war.  The  upkeep  of  the 
Rangoon  Lunatic  Asylum  cost  Rs.  1,81,384  in  1917,  Rs.  1,30,657  in  1916  and 
Rs.  1,53,046  in  1915  against  Rs.  1,43,627  in  1914,  Rs.  1,32,750  in  1913  and 
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Rs.  1,27,667  in  S912.  Although  there  was  less  expenditure  in  1917  under 
“  Superintendence  ”  owing  to  the  employment  of  a  Civil  Assistant  Surgeon  as 
Superintendent  in  the  place  of  an  Indian  Medical  Service  Officer  withdrawn  for 
military  duty,  the  provision  of  extra  accommodation  for  the  evergrowing  asylum 
population  and  improvements  to  the  existing  buildings  to  make  them  better,  have 
cost  Rs.  41,275  in  1917  against  Rs.  5,843  in  the  year  previous.  The  expenditure 
on  clothing  and  bedding  was  Rs  3,222  in  1917  against  Rs.  1,053  in  1916  and 
Rs.  3,720  in  1915,  while  other  contingent  expenditure  amounted  to  Rs.  19,524 
in  1917  against  Rs.  13,043  in  1916  and  Rs.  12,988  in  1915.  The  increased 
expenditure  under  these  items  was  due  mostly  to  purchase  of  warm  clothing  and 
gunnies,  rise  in  price  of  raw  materials,  engagement  of  additional  sweepers  and 
idle  payment  of  Municipal  taxes  which  were  till  now  paid  by  Government  in  a 
lump  sum  for  all  the  Government  buildings  in  the  town.  The  expenditure  on 
diet  which  showed  a  decrease  from  Rs.  43,828  in  1915  to  Rs.  39,090  in  1916 
rose  to  Rs.  40,960  in  1917  consequent  on  the  increase  in  the  daily  population  and 
rise  in  the  price  of  articles  of  diet.  The  average  cost  per  head  under  diet  and 
the  average  cost  per  head  of  average  strength  was  as  follows  during  the  two 
trienniums,  the  pay  of  the  Superintendent  and  book  debits  being  excluded  from 
the  total  expenditure  . —

The  receipts  from  paying  patients  were  Rs.  34,988  in  1917  against 
Rs.  29,942  in  1916  and  Rs.  32,894  in  1915,  while  the  figures  for  the  previous 
triennium  were  only  Rs.  28,383  in  1914,  Rs.  28,001  in  1913  and  Rs.  29,644  in 
1912.  Miscellaneous  receipts  which  fell  from  Rs.  1,773  in  1915  to  Rs.  1,300  in 
1916  showed  a  substantial  increase  to  Rs.  2,893  I9I7-  The  value  of  stores 

received  from  manufacturing  department  less  cost  of  raw  materials  rose  from 
Rs.  13,354  in  1916  and  Rs.  17,821  in  1915  to  Rs.  27,065  in  1917. 

In  Minbu,  the  cost  of  upkeep  was  Rs.  18,356  in  1917,  Rs.  17,281  in  1916 
and  Rs.  16,148  in  1915  against  Rs.  17,277  in  1914,  Rs.  17,164  in  1913  and 
Rs.  17,143  in  1912.  The  increase  in  1917  is  due  to  more  paddy  and  pegya 
having  been  bought  as  well  as  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  60  blankets  for  in¬ 
mates  and  140  iron  plates  and  2,000  copper  combs  for  the  looms. 

The  receipts  under  miscellaneous  items  were  not  so  mucli  as  in  the  previous 
triennium,  being  only  Rs.  1,315  in  1917,  Rs.  1,196  in  1916  and  Rs.  1,248  in 
1915  against  Rs.  1,619  in  1914,  Rs.  1,309  in  1913  and  Rs.  1,517  in  1912. 
The  cost  per  head  of  average  strength  was  Rs.  116-1-4  I9I7,  Rs.  108-8-9 

in  1916  and  Rs.  124-0-4  in  1915  as  compared  with  Rs.  127-4-3  *n  1914, 
R.s.  1 2 7- 1 3-7  in  1913  and  Rs.  1 25-12- 1 1  in  1912,  while  the  cost  of  diet  per  head 
worked  out  to  Rs.  52-15-3  in  1917,  Rs.  50-3-3  in  1916  and  Rs.  45-13-3  in  1915 
against  Rs.  52-0-6  in  1914,  Rs.  58-0-1  in  1913  and  Rs.  57-8-4  in  1912. 

Statement  X  1 3.  Garden ,  Dairy  and  Manufactures.— The  value  of  manufactured  articles 
taken  over  for  asylum  use  rose  from  Rs.  20,723  in  1915  to  Rs.  21,697  in  191  6 
and  then  again  to  Rs.  29,157  in  1917  against  Rs.  20,355  in  1912,  Rs.  17,394  in 
1913  and  Rs.  17,505  in  1914.  The  sale  proceeds  of  asylum  produce  were 
Rs.  3,020  in  1915,  Rs  2,495  in  1916  and  Rs.  4,209  in  1917,  the  garden  and  looms 
in  Rangoon  contributing  towards  this  increase  The  manufacture  departments 
were  worked  at  a  net  profit  of  Rs.  16,516  in  1915,  Rs.  16,325  in  1916  and 
Rs.  24,207  in  191 7  against  Rs.  1 3  889  in  1914,  Rs.  10,074  in  191 3  a  nd  Rs.  22,016 
in  1912.  In  Rangoon,  all  the  10  looms  were  in  full  use  and  the  whole  of  the 
area  available  has  been  brought  under  garden  cultivation.  In  Minbu,  owing  to 
the  high  price  of  yarn  and  inability  to  sell  clothes  to  the  public  at  a  fair  profit,  it 
has  been  decided  to  limit  the  weaving  department  to  turning  out  only  articles  of 
clothing  required  for  the  asylum  use.  The  milk-supply  in  Rangoon  was  sufficient 
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and  good,  except  during  the  hot  weather,  and  the  sale  to  the  public  amounted  to 
Rs.  1,206  in  1917  against  Rs.  644  in  the  previous  year. 

14.  Committees . — In  Rangoon,  twelve  meetings  of  visitors  were  held  and  the 
attendance  was  fair.  Since  May  1917,  four  additional  non-officials  were  appointed 
as  visitors.  The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Local  Government  to 
investigate  the  allegations  in  the  local  newspapers  about  the  Rangoon  Asylum 
held  two  meetings  and  submitted  their  report,  which  while  suggesting  certain 
improvements  to  the  existing  Lunatic  Asylum,  Rangoon,  maintained  that  the  work 
on  the  new  Asylum  buildings  should  commence  on  an  early  date. 

15.  Staff )  Rangoon. — Major  A.  G.  Sargent,  I.M.S.,  was  in  charge  of  the 
Asylum  for  two  years,  two  months  and  five  days  in  the  triennium,  and  Civil 
Assistant  Surgeon  C.  S.  Krishnaswamy  Iyer,  L.M  S.,  who  was  deputy  then,  took 
charge  from  him  from  the  6th  March  1917  when  Major  Sargent  was  recalled  to 
military  duty.  Although  the  duties  are  onerous  and  difficult  owing  to  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  asylum  buildings,  these  officers  carried  them  out  to  my 
entire  satisfaction.  Senior  Grade  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon  S.  K.  Bux  was 
appointed  Deputy  Superintendent  in  July  1917  and  is  reported  to  have  done 
his  work  satisfactorily.  There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  staff  of  Sub- 
Assistant  Surgeons  owing  to  transfers  due  to  war.  The  nursing,  supervising  and 
clerical  staff  appear  to  have  carried  out  their  duties  fairly  satisfactorily.  In  1917, 
an  assistant  to  the  overseer  was  sanctioned,  and  the  staff  of  keepers  and  sweepers 
was  increased  to  provide  for  night  duty. 

Minbu. — Military  Assistant  Surgeon  G.  W.  Vincent  was  in  charge  from  the 
1st  January  1915  to  the  2nd  August  1915,  Dr.  Jones  from  the  22nd  August  1915 
to  26th  February  1916  and  Civil  Assistant  Surgeon  P.  R  Menon  from  18th 
August  1916  to  the  10th  October  1917,  Dr.  Isa  Charan,  Civil  Surgeon,  Magwe, 
being  in  collateral  charge  as  a  temporary  measure  during  the  intervals  between 
the  dates  given  above.  Civil  Assistant  Surgeon  J.  Bannerji,  L.M.S.,  took  over 
charge  with  effect  from  the  1  ith  October  1917  and  continues  to  be  the  Superin¬ 
tendent.  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon  Sheo  Prasad  continued  to  hold  the  post  of 
Deputy  Superintendent  till  the  20th  August  1917,  when  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon 
Anand  Rao  relieved  him.  All  these  officers  have  done  their  best  in  discharging 
the  duties  entrusted  to  them.
